London, May 29.—The war office pub- 


lished the following dispatch from Lord 
Roberts: 


"Klip River, Transvaal, May 28, 5:25 


p. m.—We marched 20 miles today, afld 
are now 18 mile* from Johannesburg. 
The enemy had prepared several posi- 
tions where they Intended to oppose us, 
but they abandoned one after the other 
as we neared them. 


"We pressed them so hard that they

The "Boxers are enlisting despera- 


does, with the intent of expelling every- 
thing foreign. 


The Russian minister at Pekin has 


telegraphed asking all available' gun- 
boats to be sent to Taku, 


Pekin, May 29.—Pekln is In a state of 


panic. 
The city is threatened with an 


invasion of the Boxers, the. notorious 
Chinese secret society. 
A crisis In the 


affairs of the empire may be precipitated. 


The situation I* alarming in the ex- 


treme. 
The diplomatic corps isJUi ses- 


sion trying to devise means to protect the 
foreign residents. 


It is the belief among Europeans that 


marines will be landed to protect the 
lives and property of Europeans and 
guard the foreign legations.

Legislators at Boston Attack 


the Press Because of the 


Westminster Affair 


Boston, May 29—Rising to a question 
of privilege in the house this morning, 
the 20 members strongly resented the 
charges and insinuations that they had 
been in any way Influenced In their 
change of attitude in the so-called 
Westminster chambers bill which the 
house voted on last week, defeated at 
a third reading and then the next day 
reconsidered and passed. 


A majority of the speakers denounced 


a number of newspapers of the state. 


Investigation waa asked for and de- 


manded by nearly all, but the only ac- 
tion the house took at this morning's 
session was to pass an order provid- 
ing for the printing of all the state- 
ments as a separate house document. 


Some thought the newspaper repre- 


sentative should be excluded from the 
house. Some demanded the prosecu- 
tion of editors for slander. Mooney of 
Boston said the utterances were down- 
right fabrication* by sore-headed In- 
dividuals, Mellen of Worcester severe- 
ly attacked the press, denounced It as 
cowardly, brutal and open to corrup- 
tion. 


Mooney also declared he had been 


told the editorial columns of Boston 
papers were for sale; everyone knows 
the neve columns are. 


On the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion of the house an order was Intro- 
duced by Coolldge of Cambridge pro- 
viding for an investlgtlon of the 
cr-arge* made In connection with the 
recent passage of the so-called West- 


minster chambers. The order provides 
for committee of nine members to in- 
vestigate and inquire into the methods 
used and the influences employed for 
or agianst the passage of the bill, to 
ascertain the truth of the report as to 
the charges of improper conduct on the 
part of members in connection with 
the passage of the bill and -whether 
any rights or privileges of the house 
had been violated in relation thereto. 
The order provides that the committee 
may summons witnesses 
and syear 


them and also sit during the session of 
the house. The house laid it upon the 
table until later in the session, owing 
to the small number of members pres- 
ent at the opening1.

Washington, May 29.—Wu Ting Fang, 


the Chinese minister, called at the state 
department yesterday and had a long 
conference with Acting Secretary Hill, 
but neither of the parties would make 
any statement as to what was talked 
about. 


A cablegram Was received at the 


navy department yesterday stating 
that the Newark has been assigned to 
act as flagship of the senior squadron 
commanderr'and that the vessel sailed 
from Nagasaki last Saturday and ar- 
rived at the Taku forts Sunday. Rear 
Admiral KempfC is the senior squadron 
officer described in the dispatch, and his 
Visit to Taku, the nearest point to Pekin 
attainable for large vessels, has 
at- 


tracted much attention. It is under- 
stood that there is already a formidable 
fleet of European warships gathered at 
Taku. and since the wHhrlrawai of the 
Wheeling, the American fleet has been 
unrepresented at that point. While pre- 
pared to act concurrently with, though 
Independently of the Fluropean powers 
in the protection of tfe<i Jife and property 
If foreigners in Chln-a, Admiral Kempff 
has not at present any intention of mak- 
ing a hostile demonstration in the Pel- 
l3o river. It is more probable that he 
fs at Taku solely with the purpose of 
getting as near ais possible to Minister 
Conger and the American legation at 
Pekln, and it may be that he is simply 
placing himself In readiness to rapidly 
dispatch a marine force from his ship 
to Pekin to guard the American lega- 
tion, Just as it waa protected two years 
ago when riotous conditions prevailed 
near the Chinese capital.

Introduced to Offset Germany's 


Proposed Prohibitory Du- 


ties on Meat 


' Washington. May ».—As the result of 
fconferencee yesterday between Presi- 
dent Springer of the National Live Stock 
association and members of congress 
relative to the German meat inspection 
•oill, the fallowing bill was introduced in 
the house by Representative. Bailey of 
Kansas: 


"That whenever the President of the 


United States shall be Informed that the 
government of the German empire has 
passed a law imposing; prohibitory duties 
on meat products which may be im- 
ported into that country from the United 
States he shall issue a proclamation fix- 
Ing a time when all articles produced or 
manufactured In the German empire, 
when entered for consumption at the 
ports of the United States, shall pay a 
duty of 10 percent In excess of the duties 
Imposed thereon prior to the passage of 
<his act, and all such products and 
manufactures, when BO entered for con- 
sumption after said time fixed by the 
•president, shall pay such increased 
Duties." 


The bill was referred to the ways and 


means commlttet.

IB the course of a speech In favor of 


the adoption of a resolution expressing 
the senate's sympathy for the Boers 
yesterday, Mr. Wellington referred to a 
secret understanding existing1 between 
the United States and Great Britain. 
When Mr. Lodge demanded proof that 
such an understanding existed, Mr. 
Wellington said that, in the circum- 
stances. It was difficult to present tan- 
gible proof, but he believed the proof 
could be found in the secret archives of 
the state department.. Mr. Lodge re- 
plied that under our form of government 
no such understanding could exist, and, 
Is the secretary of state had emphati- 
cally denied the exlstsaceof any alliance 
or understanding, be believed the coun- 
try would accept his statement as true

G'irardeau incident.

•ince his desertion on the morning of the 
race, in the fall of 1S98, cost the riders 
cne-half the prize of $800, the half of 
nrhich had been contributed by the col- 
ored residents when Taylor's entry was 
accepted. 


WacArthur Greatly Encouraged. 


Washington, May 29.—The war

cablegram from General MacArthur at 
Manila, dated May 28: "Three officers, 
66 men, with 46 rifles, surrendered un- 
conditionally at Cuyapo 
yesterday.

How's Notebook. 


Three British Officer* Who Dl»ttn» 


gnlshed Tbeamelrea In Africa. 


Three Incidents which will live in the 


crory of the heroism which the South 
African war has revealed were report- 
ed as follows, according to the London 
Times: In the dramatic tale of tLe 
British entry into the Free State capi- 
tal the gallant deed of Aajor Hunter- 
Weston, who with ten men passed 
through the Boer lines and succeeded 
in cutting the telegraph lines and also 
In blowing up the railway to the north 
of the town, stands out vividly as an- 
other act of pluck and daring to be 
adcWl to the records of the British 
army. 
From Bethulie bridge, in the 


north of Cape Colony, come particulars 
of another gallant deed by a young offi- 
cer, Lieutenant Popham of the famous 
Sherwood Foresters. In a hailstorm of 
Boer missiles be cut the wires the en- 
emy had laid to the mines planned to 
destroy the bridge. Advancing through 
the trenches, he noticed some boxes of 
dynamite ready for use, picked bis 
way back to his regiment, collected a 
few men and with them again crept 
across the bridge, 1,480 feet—a quarter 
of a mile—long, and under a brisk fire 
took the explosive back to the camp. 


Tills feat of - almost reckless gal- 


lantry, performed in the full glare of a 
South African day, was emulated at 
night by Captain Grant, an engineer 
officer, who traversed the bridge, in 
spite of the Boer guards, and removed 
the dynamite charges from the mine 
borings which the enemy had so care- 
fully prepared, thus putting a final 
touch to the splendid act of Lieutenant 
Popham and the noble defense of the 
bridge by the Derbyshlres, the "Old 
atubborns" of fame. 


Major Hunter-Weston la an officer 


•who had already won distinction, and 
comes of a Scottish family which 
traces its descent far away to pre-Nor- 
man times. 
His father, Lieutenant 


Colonel G. R. Hunter-Weston of Hunt- 
ersdon, Ayrshire, served through the 
Indian mutiny. He commanded one of 
the outposts throughout the defense of 
the Lucknow residency, while his wife 
was a daughter of the late Mr. Robert 
Hunter and lady justice of the Order 
of St John of Jerusalem, of which her 
husband Is a knight of Justice and 
honorary commander. 


The Captain Grant referred to is ap- 


parently Captain Philip Gordon Grant, 
who served in the operations in Chitral 
with the relief; force in 1895. He Is 30 
years of age, and entered the Royal en- 
gineers 12 years ago, reaching his pres- 
ent rank in February of last year. 


Second Lieutenant Robert Stewart 


Popham must be among the youngest 
officers at ftie front, as he was born 
less than 24 years ago, and Joined the 
Sherwood Foresters about a year ago. 


It is worthy of record that the last 


recipient of the Victoria crow among 
the gallant officers of the Derbyshire 
regiment was Lieutenant Henry Single- 
ton Pennell, whose daring bravery dur- 
ing the campaign on the northwestern 
frontier of India secured him this high* 
ly prized honor. 
The Incident for 


which he was awarded the Victoria 
cross occurred at the seaond attack on 
the heights of Dargal. when Captain 
Smith was struck down while attempt- 
ing to take a company of the Derby- 
shires across the fire swept zone. Lieu- 
tenant Pennell, then a subaltern, went 
out alone to bring his captain back. 
Under a perfect hall of bullets he 
thrice raised him and tried to carry 
him to cover, and only desisted from 
his gallant effort on finding Captain 
Smith was dead. Lieutenant Pennell 
was one of the officers wounded at the 
battle of Pleter-s Hill.

The first tiling to be done when the 


returns of the enumerators are seiit 
.in upon large sheets of paper will be 
to transfer the Information they con- 
tain to strong manlla caids about 4 by 
6 Inches in size. The cards are impei1- 
eoual, but each bears a number nnd 
represents a citizen of the Untied 
States.^ Eighty million cards have been 
provided. Upon this card are 240 sym- 
bols, which represent every item of 
information that could possibly be re- 
ported by an enumerator under his in- 
structions—birthplace, age, color, sex, 
occupation, number of children, etc. ' 
For example, the "W" over at the left ' 
band upper corner of the card means > 
white; "B," black; "Ch.," Chinese; 
"Jp.," Japanese; "In.," Indian. In tho 
next row "M" represents male and 
"F" female. Over In the other corner 
are the signs for place of nativity, 
wbich can easily be identified, the up- 
per letters representing the states and 
the lower ojiea foreign countries— 
"En.," England; "S. A.," South Ameri- 
ca; "Dk.," Denmark; "Sz'.," Switzer- 
land; "Php.," Philippine Islands.

This card Is placed upon a machine 


that resembles one of thjse tracing in- 
struments used for transferring maps, i 
and the keyboard corresponds exactly 
to its lettering.

economy of this remarkable 


method was Illustrated beyond a ques- 
tion in the last census and can be ap- 


i predated when it is known that Alex- 
1 ander Maurice, one of the clerks in the 


last census, averaged 13,356 cards a 
day— about 6% hours' work— while hla 
highest record for any given day waa 


, 19,071 cards. 


Anybody who will compare this work 


with the old fashioned tally sheets, 
with closely packed lines of figures, 
which used to drive eome of the census 
clerks blind and others crazy, can real- 
ize the value of the enumerating ma- 
chine, which could not make an error 
under any circumstances. It is esti- 
mated that in tbe last census these 
machines saved not less than 5000,000 
In clerk hire. Both were Invented by 
Herman Hollaritb, a graduate of Co- 
lumbia college. New York, who was a 
clerk In the census of 1880 and also In 
that of 1890, where he invented both 
devices with the assistance of Dr. Bil- 
lings, now librarian of the United Li- 
braries of New York; Henry Gannett, 
of tbe geological survey and others 
•who took an Interest In bis work. lie 
has since perfected the apparatus and 
IB now preparing to place 1,000 punch- 
ing machines and 250 enuuacratlug ma- 
chines In the census oftlca. Mr. H»l- 
larltb's Inventions have been adopted 
by France, Germany, Russia and Can- 
ada and are now being adapted to rail- 
way accounts.

The Baltimore has Just completed 


the circumnavigation of Luzon island 
and is now on her way to Hongkong. 
While on the eastern coast of Lueon 
the Baltimore made a careful survey 
of Cabiguran sound oncl bay, which to 
the nnvy is a locality of considerable 
present interest and possible future 
laluc. Here our navy has discovered, 
practically, a splendid aud sheltered 
harbor where the Spanish charts gave 
uo Indication of such a refuge. 


Last summer tbe Wheeling steamed 


into Casiguran sound and found at its 
head a well protected and large bay 
with deep water. The Wheeling's ex- 
amination of this new flud was only 
cursory, as she had other duties to at- 
tend to at the time, but her report of 
its existence so interested Admiral 
Watson tint he, later, detailed the 
Charleston to proceed thither and make 
a carefr.l survey of the place. This the 
Charleston did, and it was while the 
ill fated vessel was returning fio_a this 
trip that sho ran on the rocks near Ca- 
miguiu island and was lost. The sur- 
vey of Casiguran bay, prepared by her 
officers, was not saved. So we were 
still without details as t? Casiguran. 


Before sailing for home Admiral 


Watson wanted tills Information. So 
about three wceis ago the Baltimoie 
was sent around Luzon with instruc- 
tions to examine and report upon the 
newly discovered harbor. She found 
the sound to be about nine miles long, 
from Cape Telelfouso, on the sea side, 
into the narrow passage leading to the 
inner bay. This sound is from two to 
six miles broad and has very deep wa- 
ter Its entire length. Its general direc- 
tion Is northwesterly from the coast 
line. The passage into the inner bay 
is 1,200 yards -wide, with deep water 
up to the shores. A ship like the Bal- 
timore could tie up at the shore and 
reach land with a gaugplauk. 


The inner bay is tbvee and two-tenths 


miles long and two and a half miles 
wide. Its general d^iu is 15 fathoms, 
and tl:e anchorage is all that could be 
desired. The surrounding hills protect 
the vessels anchored in this bay from 
any winds that blow, and when one is 
afloat Tipon its waters the bay has the 


.ai=c- of •> ip-^dlocked lake. And 


the bent of tbe BpsoUb charts gar* 
not tbe sHfbfeBt Information tbat such 
a bay eilsted! The Spaniards, U is 
asserted, were very poor chartmaken. 
There Is an Island In Llngayen gulf 
which Is down In the charts of the 
Spaniards in a position a mile and a 
quarter from Its proper place. 


The Baltimore held some little com- 


munication with the natives on shoro 
while Inside the bay. One day a canoe, 
or raft, was ,seen approaching from 
the land. U came along very slowly, 
because the men who propelled It stop- 
ped every three strokes of their pad- 
dles to wave i» white flag. When they 
finally got on board, they begged hard 
for a garrison to protect them from 
tbe depredations of the alleged bands 
of Insurgents operating In that vicini- 
ty. It was explained to them that the 
Baltimore was not there to establish 
garrisons, and tbe natives went sadly 
back to their village. 


Another day a launch from the Balti- 


more was running down the southern 
side of tbe sound, taking the depth of 
the water and studying the shore. It 
had sot pretty near the historic town 
of Baler when the engines broke down, 
and boat and crew were at the mercy 
of the waves, which broke hard on tho 
rocks to leeward. 
Every eSort was 


made to repair tba damage to the ma- 
chinery and get under way again be- 
fore the launch should be blown upon 
the rocks when the crew noticed a 
large crowd of half naked savages, 
firmed with bows and arrows and bo- 
los, concentrating on that part of the 
shore where the wind was rapidly driv- 
ing the helpless craft, flie launch had 
one 1 pounder, six rifles and a Mauser 
pistol ns armament, and, as the sav- 
ages on shore showed every sign of ex- 
>ctant hostility, the arms were placed 
in readiness for action. But when the 
little steamer was within 1,000 yards 
of the beach,her machinery was re- 
paired, and she turned and steamed 
gayly away from the disappointed men 
on shore. 


Insomuch as Luzon will undoubtedly 


be most valuable as a naval station 
and tbat good harbors on the island 
add materially to its value In this re- 
Epect, the recent discovery and Bound- 
ing of Casiguran sound and gulf are of 
particular Interest. Our biggest ves- 
sels couW enter and anchor in this bay 
without the slightest difficulty.

Word has been received here today 


by friends of ex-Senator Washburn,

What the outcome of the situation will 
be cannot be guessed.

However, the -diplomatic corps 
al Pekir has become alarmed or Influ- 
enced by the precautionary Idea to the 
extent of requiring foreign guards at 
the capital, and the dlepatehes read as 
If a body of UnJted States marines 
might be sent there to </o Its share in 
affording the necessary protection. 


The "Boxers" are an organization op- 


posed to everything and everybody for- 
eign In China. They would drive what 
to foreign into the sea. In his resoect 
they are believed to hav<> the sympathy 
of the dowager cmpresa, who Is of an 
unprogrcMlve minority, and 
who

•aid to place her hope c' the perpetua- 


her dynasty in tho keeping of 


the empire In a, state of Isolation and 
comparative*Ignorance. The dowager's 
advtaera are supposed to be of the 
same schaol and their policy Is not con- 
•truottore or definite. 


The remarkable passivity of the gov- 


ernment gives rise to fears for the em- 
pire's Integrity. The ".aoxern" move- 
ment, students of the situation exjiect, 
will give to the greedier of the powers 
their hoped-for excuse to interfere os- 
tensibly in the Interests of malntalnlnc 
peace. Such in'terferenea 1" expected 
from Russia more than from any other 
power, and today we hear of the Rus- 
sian minister asking for all the gun- 
boats available. Great Britain is now 
thoroughly occupied and Russia is 
practically free to take ihe upper hand 
In China.

A letter received At Colombia. Mo., 


from Walter Gans, a Columbia boy 
now In the Philippines, contains much 
Interesting information, says the St 
Louis Globe-Democrat It tells among 
other things of a wonderful escape. 


Two of his comrades, he says, were 


recently captured by the enemy. They 
were Privates James and Peterson of 
the Twelfth Infantry. The commander 
of their captors condemned them to 
death. They were marched to a spot 
near Victoria and told to prepare to 
dlo. 
The Americans determined to 


make a dash for life and agreed upon a 
signal for the start. They were told 
that, according to custom, they must 
die with their backs to their execution- 
ers, with faces turned from the firing 
squad. They saw Just In front of them 
a large, deep gully skirted with a 
growth of bushes and small trees. Tim 
commander granted them a moment 
for prayer, and they kneeled, with their 
backs to the firing squad, who bowed 
their heads for an Instant In respect 
for the doomed Americans. At a sig- 
nal James and Peterson dashed for tha 
ditch. A volley crashed behind them, 
and each was pierced with Mauser bul- 
lets, but they reached the shelter alive. 
Peterson, who was hit hard, burled 
hlmsilf In the underbrush, and the Fi- 
lipinos blundered past him in pursuit 
of James.

W. R. Murry of Company B, Six- 


teenth United States Infantry, far in 
the interior of Luzon, P. I., writes hla 
father. 3. W. Murry of Ethel, Macon 
county, near Macon, Mo., a letter con- 
taining an interesting account of a 
piece of daring by two young soldiers 
of his company, Its fatal results and 
the swift apprehension of the ambush- 
ing party of Insurgents, says the St 
Louis Globe-Democrat The letter was 
received the other day. 


"Two volunteers were called for," 


writes Private Murry, "to man a small 
launch loaded 'with supplies for one of 
the outposts some 50 miles up the riv- 
er. A hundred hands went up. The 
two men from our company were se- 
lected because of their known precision 
with the rifle and quick eyes. 
We 


crowded down to the landing to see 
them off and wish them godspeed on 
their perilous voyage, and even there 
several tried to get them to exchange 
places. It Is hard to explain the fas- 
cination an errand of that sort has for 
a soldier; there were men there who 
would gladly have given their month'! 
pay to have got la that little craft 


"The next we heard of the expedition 


was two days afterward, when some 
of the boys were In the water and 
found a flc^er. The body was taken : 
ashore and found to be one of the sol- , 
diers who had volunteered to take the 
supplies up the river. He was literally 
cut to pieces, and a determined effort 
had been made to sever the bead from 
the body. The body was entirely nude. 
This was the first many of us had 
seen of such warfare, and several we^a 
sickened at the ghastly sight. 
Then 


we waited with much foreboding foi 
news of hla companion. 
But he had 


better fortune. He came In late la thj 
evening as a party was about to be 
sent out to hunt for him. He told ufl 
that when within eight miles of their 
destination, while passing through • 
narrow channel, their boat struck some 
sort of an obstruction and almost Im- 
mediately the bank was alive with a 
crowd of howling and gesticulating 
Filipino warriors. Both soldiers pick- 
ed up their guns and thinned out the 
enemy some, but his companion was 
struck down and could not escape. He 
did his best to get the boat off, and at 
last found it would be two dead men 
instead of one If he remained; so, after 
emptying his gun, he made for the op- 
posite bank and got away.

"Next day a scouting party was sent ! 


out arid succeeded in capturing 21 In- 
surgents not far from the place the 
launch was attacked. Four of the men 
captured bad serious wounds, furnish- 
ing pretty good evidence they belonged 
to the ambuscade. It was learned 
there had been three killed outright; 
so our comrade made them pay for his 
life."

He also did something In 
the way of contracting, and v.'as at one 
time worth considerable property, but 
th's hP afterward lost He was a mem- 
ber of the old ."ew York volunteer flr* 
department, and \vas at one time fore- 
man of a company. At the time of the 
civil war he was employed by the gov- 
ernment as a ca/npeniter, and worked in 
various places In the south. While 
there he contracted malaria and hla 
health was never afterward as good as 
tefore 
On accoiunt of his health he 


left New York and boug-ht a farm, in 
lleadshcro City, Vt, where he lived for 
a few years, anS 24 years ago he set- 
tled in thia city, where he had since 
lived. He worked at carpentering till 
five years ago, when he started a small 
s>tore or Union street, which he con- 
ducted until the time of his last sick- 
ness. He was an industrious and hard 
working man, and was well known to 
all the older residents. The seriousness 
cf his last illness was not generally 
Known, and many will be surprised to 
learn of his death.

Controls at! Ice in City, But Pricn 


Formerly Announced Will Stand 


Through Season, "Five Cent 


Ice1' Sold 


The announcement in the Transcript 


yesterday that the Peoples" Ice com- 
pany had finally closed the deal to han- 
dle all the artificial ice from the Hypeia 
company as well as all the natural ice 
in the city this season, was received 
with much interest, and started many 
to discussing the question oi" prices. 


Manager Waite of the Peoples' com- 


pany was seen today in regard to the 
matter, and said that the *>re^ent price 
of 35 cents a fcundred to the house 
trade wonild be kept up through the 
season with no Incrto^d. This price 
will apply to natural and artificial ice 
alike, and the same wagons will be 
used for both, the two kinds of ice be- 
ing carried together. Consumers will 
pay their money and take their choice. 


Mr. Waite said that the price of 35 


cents this year is just what the sched- 
ule price of last year was although 
many thought 25 ce-nts was the price 
last year. But competition was so 
keen last year that the price of 35 cents 
was not maintained, aria a good many 
people by the end of the season were 
getting ice for 15 cents. The only dif- 
ference this year is that there will" be 
no cutting of pricea. 


On wholesale ice, there was practi- 


cally not set price last yjar, on account 
of the competition, and this yfear the 
Peoples' company has fixed what it 
considers merety a fair rate, on which 
to make a small profit. 


Mr. Waite compared l»eal prices with 


other cities, where in nearly every in- 
stance the rate is higher. Here also 
the Peoples' company does what is not 
aont in many places; it sells five cent 
caker, of ice to those who wish It. Five 
cents will buy 15 pounds of ice at the 
regular rate, and Mr. Waite says that 
drivers have "orders in culling the 
cakes to err on the side of giving the 
customer too much rather than too 
little.

SUFFERING IN INDIA. 


Condition Io Famine Districts 


Described by Colonel Edge. 


HOT HATtT TEE TEUTH 7ET TOLD, 


(tvev Five Million Native* Reeefcrtn* 


Anfartance From Local and For- 
eign Governments— OraJnp at Im- 
mature WTieat Eaten to Sustain 
I4fe~Ltve Stock and Wild 
Atoo 
Colonel Thomas 3. Edge of Harris- 


bnrg, the former state secretary of ag- 
riculture, has Just returned from a trip 
around the world. Colonel Edge pass- 
ed through the famine district of India, 
and he says that not half the truth has 
been told and that all the succor that 
civilized nations can give will not al- 
leviate the misery of millions of peo- 
ple. Colonel Edge recently spoke as 
follows to a reporter of the New York 
Sun concerning the famine in India: 


'There Is, and for a long time to 


come will be, much suffering in India 
from want of food. In many extensive 
districts they have not had a good, 
•caking rain for three years and in 
eome less extensive areas no rain for 
more than a year. All the wheat is 
produced only by the help of irrigation, 
much of the water needed being raised 
by hand power in earthen jars attach- 
ed to a sweep pole after the fashion of 
the old well sweep. In many places 
the water is obtained out of shallow 
wells by bullock power, an endless rope 
being run over a pulley at the surface 
and another at the bottom of the well 
and earthen jars attached to the rope 
at regular intervals, so as to discharge 
the water in a trough at the surface. 
From this trough k runs in shallow 
ditches all over the plot, and natives 
are constantly engaged in opening 
fresh channels and in closing those 
used during the former irrigation. 


"The suffering is intensified by the 


apathy of the inhabitants, who are fa- 
talists in their religious belief and 
adopt the doctrine that whatever is to 
be will be and whatever is is right As 
a natural result of this doctrine there 
are more suffering and less benefit from 
the present system of government and 
local aid. The people, or at least many 
of them, believe implicitly in what they 
call fate. Our guide informed us that 
he could n«t take life under any cir- 
cumstances, and that if he saw a cobra 
ready to bite him it would not be right 
for him to kill the snake; that if bitten 
and death ensued it would be his fate, 
and it would not be right for him to do 
anything to avert his fate. 


"Much Is being done in the way of 


help by the local rajahs, but their work 
is a mere drop in the bucket in com- 
parison with the needs which every- 
where surround them. Just before we 
reached Jaipur the rajah had collect- 
ed some 800 starving natives and sent 
them out of his district because they 
did not belong there, having come in 
from other districts to share his gen- 
erosity with those for whom it was in- 
tended. 


"It is impossible in words to convey 


an idea of the amount of suffering 
which existed. At all seasons and dur- 
ing every year, even with favorable 
crops, there is a large amount of suf- 
fering from want of food, but at pres- 
ent it cannot be measured by figures 
and numbers. We were told that over 
5,000,000 natives were receiving as- 
sistance from the local governments 
and from abroad. 


"Our 
visits included the cities of Cal- 


cutta, Benares, Agra, Jaipur, Luck- 
now, 
Cawnpiir and Darjeeling, and at 


every point and at every railroad sta- 
tion hundreds of 'natives might be seen 
whose bodies plainly showed the want 
of food in proper amounts and of the 
proper kind. At some points we saw 
the natives plucking the grains of im- 
mature wheat in order to sustain life, 
and in numerous Instances we saw 
what appeared to be entire families of 
•even and eight plainly suffering from 
the advanced stages of starvation. 


"Nor la this want of food confined to 


the natives alone, for all kinds of live 
Stock are suffering to an equal or 
greater extent At the railroad sta- 
tions large piles of dry hides and bones 
of animals that bad died from want of 
food and \yater were collected for ship- 
ment to the seaboard. 
During the 


hours of the night we_could sea 


the wfld animals drinking at the irri- 
gating ditches of the w-heatfields, they 
having been forced down from the 
mountains by the failure of the supply 
of water. We saw large cumbers of 
monkeys in broad day drinking &i the 
irrigation ditches, apparently but little 
afraid of the natives and seemingly 
not at all disturbed by them. 


"The apathy of the natives, which, In 


addition to their entire resignation to 
what they term fate, will also prevent 
they will net know how to use It, or, 
unknown form, makes me somewhat 
doubtful of the propriety of sending 
corn or cornmeal to them. I fear that 
they will not know how to use it, or, 
using it raw or improperly, may bring 
on disease and suffering. In the latter 
case the assistance will do great harm, 
for they will misunderstand the motive 
and charge intentional injury. There 
•re millions of people in India who will 
need more or less assistance every year 
until t»ey again have good crops. 
There is ample room-for all that can 
be or will be done, and what is being 
done very far fails to supply the most 
urgent demands made upon those local- 
ly in charge of the distribution of help 
and provisions. The government is as- 
sisting all It can by giving employ- 
ment on public works, but all of this 
la entirely inadequate to the demands 
as they exist"

The method of catching the unsuspect- 
ing cat is a particularly mean one. It 
Is a well established fact that cats 
are very fond of catnip and will troop 
after a man who carries a bundle of it 
This greed leads to the undoing of 
pussy, who will come to a stand if a 
bit of the herb is thrown on the ground 
and is thus made an easy prey. A bag 
and a chloroformed sponge do the rest, 
and many a household pet, the disap- 
pearance of which caused sorrow, can 
be accounted for in this way.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

U»lTer»lty Profe»or Ba> Heir Meth- 


od of Approaching Them. 


Professor F. H. Herrick of Western 


Reserve university has discovered a 
new method of approaching birds in a 
state of nature, says the Cleveland cor- 
respondent of the Ifew York Commer- 
cial Advertiser. It Is an application of 
certain well known principles of ani- 
mal psychology and makes it possible 
to study the behavior of wild birds at 
a distance of from 18 to 27 inches and 
to focus a camera directly upon the 
bird Itself and take pictures of great 
Interest and value. 


Professor Herrick expects to spend 


the summer in New England experi- 
menting with wild birds and to pub- 
lish an illustrated account of his meth- 
od in the course of the year.

A QUEER OCCUPATION. 


e*tkerlnc tbe Down of Cattails UK 


th* Jer»«y Meadow*. 


One of the queerest industries baa 


grown up on tbe Hackensack meadows, 
an otherwise apparently useless bog 
npon which it is unsafe for man or 
beast to venture. In the 
-j.r cer- 


tain parts of the meadow, 
iv covered 


with a dense growth of cattails. They 
grow particularly rank and large. 
Sometimes the tail, or furry part, is a 
foot or more long and thick in propor- 
tion. The light, furry down is long 
and soft, beaming a close resemblance 
to down when first taken from tbe 
stalk. 


Certain people always more or less 


quick to see the advantages of a waste 
product, have begun gathering thevseed 
down from cattails and are making it 
a considerable business. Just before 
the ice is gone In the spring IB the 
time selected. Provided with a large 
sack in which to store the feathery 
products, the gatherer goes about 
among tbe tall flags, pulls off the down, 
deposit! it in bia sack and take* it 
home. It is not a particularly pleasant 
piece of work, because tbe little bita ot 
down fly all over one, getting in tbe 
eyes, the nose, the mouth and ears, and 
completely cover one's clothing. Bnt 
It furnishes work, and men and women 
dolt 


It is taken from the tack, carefully 


spread where It will dry thoroughly, 
and it Is then ready to be used in pil- 
lows or wherever else genuine animal 
down Is advisable. It doesn't last long, 
because Its fibers lack elasticity, but 
for a time the pillow will be as soft an 
any. 


Those who gather it make reasona- 


bly fair pay at it, though hardly enough 
when the danger and the disagreeable 
character of tbe work are considered.- 
New York'Commercial Advertiser.

and, the War— Hatrvd *f Rhode*. 
There are five gateways to the Trans- 


vaal, though there are but three direct 
lines, says the Pretoria correspondent 
of the New York Post, writing under 
the date of April 2. The main railway 
line, -northward from Cape Town Into 
Rhodesia, skirts the western border 
of the Orange Free State and the 
Transvaal and makes only a cross 
country connection with the Transvaal 
cities by a line from De Aar to Naauw 
Poort. At that point a line Is joined 
whicfi runs northward, through the 
Free State, from Port Elizabeth, on 
the coast. At Sprlngfontein there la a 
Junction of the Port Elizabeth line 
with another which has East London 
for its port of entry. Northward from 
Springfontein this line traverses the 
Free State, through Bloeinfonteln and 
Kroonstadt, and so reaches Johannes- 
burg and Pretoria. From Cape Town 
to Pretoria is a railway Journey of 
1,050 
miles. From Port Elizabeth to 


Pretoria, by rail, It Is 750 miles, and 
from East London, 700 miles. 


But the two direct routes are from 


the east coast. From Durban, In Na- 
tal, the line runs northwest via Pieter- 
marltzburg and L'ady smith, croases the 
mountains through a tunnel at Lalnge- 
nek and reaches Pretoria, via Johan- 
nesburg, by a, line 520 miles hi length. 
The shortest route Is that via Delagoa 
Bay. This is but some 300 miles in 
length. Just now all routes ate block- 
ed for travel or traffic, except the Del- 
agoa line, and some trouble is encoun- 
tered in getting over that. At the pres- 
ent time the advanced British line at 
Bloemfontein is about three-fifths of 
the way from Cape Town to Pretoria 
and about half way between Port Elte- 
abeth or East London and the Trans- 
vaal capital. On the Durban line they 
are, at Ladysmith, about two-fifths ot 
the way in. 


The Delagoa line was begun In 1888

'Battery Place. 


Battery place Is the traditional spot 


where, on May 6,1626, the Indian own- 
ers of Manhattan. Ibartered it to the 
Dutch for bauble*,worth 60 guilders. 


As early as 1693, there being a war

p. m., 11% hours out, we reached Wa- 
terfal Onder (below the waterfall), the 
real foot of tbe mountains, and there 
stopped for the night in a fairly com- 
fortable hostelry which kept up the 
reputation of an expensive country by 
charging me 15s. Gd. for supper, lodtS 
ing and breakfast 
• 


At 7 a. m. we started on a second j 


day's Journey. The first hour or two j 
was crammed with interest The scen- 
ery of the gorge up which we were 
climbing was marvelously fine, though 
it was destitute of that richness which 
attends a heavy wood growth. The 
hills, sides and tops, were bare of tim- 
ber save here and there a stunted tree 
or scattered shrubbery. But there were 
some notably fine rock palisades. The 
climb was a very good piece of railway 
engineering, over a grade of one foot In 
18, or about 290 feet to the mile. This 
was effected by the use of a gearing 
between the rails. Into which there fit- 
ted toothed wheels on the locomotive. 
So steep a grade would be most diffi- 
cult for any purely friction wheeled 
engine, even the heaviest. It would

For a comparison I 
should cite the plains of the Canadian 
northwest aud some parts of our own j 
west It was a country of roiling, hills, j 
bare of tree growth excepting where 
here and there a settler had planted a 
little grove of the Australian blue gum 
•round bis cabin. But these houses 


In thy w uoi ^oor wants his bouse some- 
where where he cannot see the smoke 
from bis neighbor's chimney. Small 
herds of grazing sheep and cattle were 
common enough, usually attended by 
a native herder. Now and then we 
could. i*> one ot Ae huge wagona, gi- 
gantic affairs drawn by six yoke of ox- 
en, of some Boer family on the move. 
The railway is well laid, well ballast- 
ed, and the slated houses were of the 
neatest and cleanest, with yards and 
surroundings kept in the best of order. 


But my special interest was in the 


people. 
There were no throngs of 


them, but each station had its little 
buuch of loafers to "see the train come 
In." 
At some of the stations men 


boarded the train who were evidently 
on their way to "the front." The Boer, 
except the police and an artillery or- 
ganization^ wears no uniform. 
He 


fights as he stands in the clothes of bis 
everyday life. His cartridge belt, usu- 
ally wonracross^the shoulder, and his 
rifle are almost the only sign of his sol- 
diering. Soma wear a striped ribbon, 
red, white, blue and green, the Boer 
colors, around the hat, some wear a 
metal badge fastened upon the hat 
rim, but the majority, so far as appear- 
ance goes, might as well be going out 
to hunt blesbok as going out to shoot 
at Englishmen. Slouch hatted, rough- 
ly dressed and usually heavily be whis- 
kered gentlemen shook hands with 
friends and sometimes kissed a family 
group which had come to see them off. 
There was nothing of violent emotion, 
little or nothing of enthusiasm. In this 
respect also the man might as well 
have been going on a hunting trip' BkS 
going to war. Eut I thick it was rath- 
er a racial stolidity than any absence 
of real feeling. 


On the way in I had some opportuni- 


ty for conversations with various peo- 
ple, native burghers and sympathizing 
uitlanders. Many Englishmen talk a 
lot of nonsense about the Boers, and, 
equally, many Boers talk a lot of non- 
sense about the English. Yet all these 
people are quite honest in tbeir indi- 
vidual opinions.' Perhaps all are partly 
right and all very decidedly wrong. 
The real trouble lies partly in igno- 
rance and partly in a lack of effort 
to understand the people of other races 
and tongues. Many of the Boers evi- 
dently feel very strong and some 
very 
bitter 
toward 
the 
English. 


Among the considerable number with 
whom I talked lack of good faith was 
an open charge. One, an uitlander, a 
Hungarian by birth, a man of clear 
Intelligence and good social position, 
Spoke of a long petition with 21,000 
signatures, in which prayer was made 
to the English queen for aid and re- 
dress for uitlanders' grievances against 
the Boers. The document bore his own 
signature, but, he asserted, ha had 
never signed such a petition. He had 
signed, he told me, as had many of his 
neighbors, a petition for a tramway to 
pass his house. His claim was that 
the signatures to the tramway petition 
had been attached to the political peti- 
tion to the queen. 


I have not as yet fallen in with any 


uitlanders from America or from Eng- 
land. Many of the English have gone 
away; some have been1 deported. But 
of those whom I have met who come 
from continental Europe none has 
had special complaint to make of ei- 
ther Boer people or Boer government. 
There was no claim that either was 
perfect or even superior, but It was 
held that there was no special ground 
for reasonable complaint against the 
life under the flag of the South African 
republic. The charge that It was all a 
capitalists' war was very frequently 
made, and Cecil Rhodes was evidently 
regarded a^feside partner to his satan- 
ic majesty. I met and had a long talk 
with one gentleman who was evidently 
of the better and more progressive 
class. He classed himself as a horn 
Boer, a native burgher. He seemed a 
man of large property Interests and 
was evidently concerned in public af- 
fairs. 
He had known Cecil Rhodes 


from his very beginning in South Af- 
rica. He was one of those mine own- 
ers in Kimberley who, In the early 
days, refused to sell out to the com- 
pany which Rhodes wished to form. 
Within a year the big syndicate was 
formed, and all were squeezed out who 
would not go into it. My acquaintance 
was among the squeezed and bad nev- 
er got over his hatred toward the pro- 
moter of the big enterprise. I am get- 
ting to think it quite probable that 
some new stories are yet to be told re- 
garding tbe war in South Africa, and it 
may be that the worst thing that Eng- 
land can do for herself will be to win 
the fight. 


Our train reached Pretoria at 7 p. m., 


and I am stalled, for tbe time, in a 
wholly comfortable hotel—in fact, a 
more homelike establishment than any 
other of my experience since I left the 
States. 


RxpoMtton Ratei In Part*. 


The cost of admission tickets to the 


exposition varies. No tickets are sold 
at tbe entrances. All must be bougbt 
of the renders outside, and if one Is 
willing to be a little patient and not , 
take the first offered he will be able , 
to get a ticket for 55 centimes, or 11 
cents, but as soon as one of these 
ticket sellers sees a foreigner he bagins ' 
to offer the rickets for 75 centimes, so i 
one must literally beat the seller down, 
says Leslie's Weekly.

Anonymous Letter Writer 


on Ree$Case Turns 


up in Boston 


HOW HE HYPNOTIZED MURDERER 


Dttiili His Story to Ditectivo Dunham. 


Interesting Side Line in Connec- 


tion With Mystery. Claims he 


Can Locate Mueller 


Among the Interesting sidelines in 


the investigation of the Eeed murder 
mystery, was the anonymous letter 
signed "X. Y. z." purporting to give an 
accour.1 of the murder hy a quack doc- 
tor, to which the latter had confessed 
while under the hypnotic influence of 
the mysterious X. Y. 2. This letter 
was published in this paper some days 
ago, with the sinwle fact that Chief 
Kendall had advertised in the Boston 
papers to find out If possible who the 
writer of the letter mighlt be. Since 
that time, however, there have been 
further developments in connection 
with the letter, that have proved of a 
good deal of interest ks showing the 
effect that a great mystery like this: will 
have on certain minds. 


A few days ago the attorney gen- 


eral's office received a note fi om a man 
who claimed that he wrote the X. Y. Z. 
letter, and saying that he could be 
found at a certain place in Boston, 
where he would be white attending the 
Unitaiian convention,.there, to which 
he wts a delegate from some town in 
New Hampshire. State Officer Dun- 
ham, 
who has been working on the 


Reed case here, was in Boston at the 
time, and went to the address siven. 
There be found the mysterious X. Y. Z. 
whose real name is A. N. Somers, and 
had a talk with him on the subject of 
the murders and his former letter. 


Mr. Somers was still very mysterious 


about his present business anid resi- 
dence.saying only that he had moved 
TO New Hampshire from Maine, whertf 
he was living at the ti<ne he wrote the 
X. Y. Z. letter. 


Mr. Somers repeated the story of the 


confession of the qwacn. doctor practi- 
cally as given in th* X Y. Z. letter. 
He gave the name of the doctor, and 
said that he met the latter in a little 
town in Maine. There they got into 
a dircussion on the subject of hypno- 
tism, and the doctor made the remark 
that he did not think Somers could 
1'ypnotize him. Somers said the doctor 
was- under the influence of Honor at 
the time, but he made the attempt and 
succeeded in hypnotizing him. 


"While under the combined influence 


of liquor and hypnotism, the quack 
doctor gave his story of how the crime 
was committed. 
Somers added little 


to the story in the letter except to say 
that the doctor said he took so much 
money from Reed TJiat he was unable 
1o ge* it all in his pockets, and had to 
carry it out in his hat. This was about 
all that Som«rs had to •aay on the case 
wita the exception of asking somewhat 
eagerlj if the reward offered was still 
open. 


Somers is a rather ppculiar looking 


•nan. with a nervous manner, and evi- 
dently had flha subject of criminal 
T'ching on the brain. His latest in 
tl: * ime is the belief that he knows 
positive',- the whereabouts of Mueller, 
the alleged North Brookfield murderer, 
who has escaped arrest for many 
months now, and for wnom many men 
have been mistaken. 


Somers said he had traced Mueller 


from Aver Junction ins New Hamn- 
fhire and could locate him at any time. 
When asked how h^ knew it v as Muel- 
ler, 
he said tint he recognized him 


from newspaper descriptions. 
Officer 


Dunhom gave him th«> official descrip- 
tion of Mueller, and Somers was sure 
it tallied with his man. 


In connection with the Reed case,

CAKPIN6 OUT ON 8REYIOCK 


Intending Experltnoe* of Surveyors 


With Visitors Frew This City 


A party of PltUfl«ld people, includ- 


ing a Pitfsfleid Journal reporter, came 
to this city Sunday and drove to the 
Bummlt of Greylock to visit the Pitts- 
fleid surveyors in Camp Crane. The 
Journal man had the following in the 
issue of yesterday: 


It's been cold on the mountain. The 


winds sweep down without a barrier 
from the Adirondacks and the north 
and have howled around the shanty 
and made living in the old, thin, poor- 
ly protected house something that the 
campers will remember to the last day 
they livs. Sometimes it has been so 
cold that after a day's work and supper 
every one would go to bed at 7 o'clock 
to keep warm and one steel range in 
the shanty seemed to give out as little 
heat as a lanttrn in a gale. When the 
rain has been falling in this city the 
hardy band of campers have roughed 
it in sleet and snow on the peak and 
keeping the flre going in the shanty 
has been one of the things that has 
called out all the energy of the cook 
Rood and his helper. But there has 
been sunshine as well as cold winds 
and some of the days have been so 
charming that the campers have been 
visited with as many as 50 people in a 
single day. 


Speaking of visitors, Jenks said that 


Saturday before daylight a party of 
Williamstown high school pupils ar- 
rived on the mountain to see the sun 
rise. They were followed later in the 
day by all the teachers and the pupils 
of the Williamstown schools and this 
party spent the day around the camp. 
Sunday morning about 2 o'clock a 
party of 12 men and seven women from 
North Adams reached the mountain top 
and camped out within 20 yards of the 
shanty and kept the campers awake all 
night shooting revolvers and tooting 
tin horns. Toward morning the women 
became so chilled that they filed into 
the shanty and sat around the fire and 
warmed up while 
the five male 


campers slept or pretended to sleep 
over against the south wall. They saw 
the sun rise and departed. 


Speaking of the work of the survey- 


ors Jenks thinks that it will require 10 
days or two weeks to complete the 
survey. 


The road to the summit at present is 


20 per cent grade. The new road will 
probably be 15 feet wide and will be 
built of stone with a light chushed 
stone, slate, top dressing. This mater- 
ial will be gotten out as the road is 
built by shelving the side of the moun- 
tain. It is just a mile from the top of 
the mountain to the divide by the new 
route. 


The work on the road will be done by 


Bauer just as soon as the survey is 
completed and it will be possible to 
drive from this city right to the sum- 
mit of Greylock byv the first of August. 


Down in North Adams the Flagg sta- 


ble manager told the Journal man that 
the greatest number of excursionists 
to the summit was from 
Pittsfteld, 


Lenox and the south. He said that the 
Norfh Adams people did very little 
mountain climbing now. Ten years 
ago North Adams had the fever bad 
and Sunday parties and excursions 
kept the stables bdsy. 


Scott Jenks says that he has sent a 


1< '• ter to the G. A. R. post at Adams to 
send up an American flag for display on 
Memorial day and that on Wednesday 
n'ght if the Pittsfleld people will watch 
the summit they will see his bonfire 
which will be touched off at 8 o'clock.

ENLISTED TO CARE FOR SON 


Unusual History of I. Q. Erwin in the 


Civil War 


Local correspondent in Sunday Re- 


Dubltcan: 


There are probably few who meet 


the courteous and obliging agent of the 
board of health at its office in the cltv 
hall who know the interesting story t* 
the enlistment of him and his fater at 
the time of the civil war. The agent is , 
J. Q. Erwin, who. in 1862, in his 17th 
year, concluded that he wanted to go \ 
along with the bigger boys and be a j 
sojer." He consequently reported at 
the North Adams recruitine- 
station 


one day, lied a little about his age, and 
enroled himself amonsr the defenders 
of the Union. He then went home anil 
reported what he hr.d done 


The announcement carried conster- 


nation to the hearts of iiis parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Erwin, and the mo- 
ther at once proposed that the enlist- 
ment be annulled, as could easily have 
been done on account of the boy's a<re. 
But the father, after thinking the mat- 
ter over, suggested what seemed to 
him a better plan. This was that he, 
too, should enlist, and go along to take 
care of the boy. 


Mn- Erwin felt that the reality of war 


had reached her home at last, but fin- 
ally eonsenfed, and her husband, who 
was 63 years aid, but young for his 
years, started out to^ee what he could 
do. There was no show for him where 
he was known, but he sha"ed himself, 
colored his hair, went to Springfield, 
and bjl practicing his son's tactics in 
the matter of age he had no trouble in 
getting in. He enlisted as a recruit, 
and was allowed to select his regiment 
and company, and so was able to join 
his son in Company H, 27th Massachu- 
setts. 


Eight months after going to the front 


Mr. Erwin was disabled in camp, and 
was discharged, but the son served 
for three years, and returned home safe 
and sound, still under the a?re of 20. 


The father, who was in all probabili- 


ty the oldest Berkshire man to enter 
the service, died in this city in 1880, in 
his 81st year. His widow is still living 
here a*, the age of 90 years, and is very 
smart and active for a person of such 
age J. Q. Erwin is one of the voung- 
est Grand Army men in the city. He 
is a member, and the only member, of 
both Sanford post and Lincoln camp, 
Sons of Veterans, and has served as 
commander of both organirations, as 
well as having held most of the other 
offices
